measure. 
Five Republican Senators 


could not be forced to vote for the bill 
by all the efforts resorted to on the 
part of the Governor and the new 
United States Senator, assisted, as 
they were, by a notorious lobby.

ness in not standing by their own con- 
victions. 


The bill will now go to the House 


for

The constitutional amendment reso- 


lution which had to be passed by the 
Senate before the Chapman bill could' 
receive the requisite number of votes 
to pass, is looked upon as a mere sub- 
terfuge.
